To-night 
the heaven'- were full of ladders—first a 
ladder of clouds, then a ladder of stars, and 
all up and down the heavens are the angels 
of beauty, imgels of consolation, angels of 
God ascending and descending.

God is in tliis place,' said Jacob, 'and I 
knew it not.' But to-night God is in this 
place, and I know it!" 


The doctor has th is to say about tradition, 


history and fact before beginning tho real 
work of the book: 


"Are the places that I see in Palestine 


and Syria and the Mediterranean isles the 
genuine places of Christly, patriarchal 
and apostolic association? Many of them 
are not, and many of them ore. Wo have 
no sympathy with the 
bedwarflng of 


tradition. 
There are traditions contra- 


dicted 
by their absurdity, but if for 


several generations a sensible tradition 
goes on iu r< gard to events connected with 
certain places, I am as certain of the locali- 
ties as though pen and document had fixed 
them. Indeed, sometimes tradition is more 
to be depended on than written communi- 
cation. A writer may, for bad purposes, 
misrepresent, miaeuastrue, misstate; but 
reasonable traditions concerning 
places 


connected with great events are apt to bo 
true. I havo no more doubt concerning 
the place on which Christ was crucified 
or in which Christ was buried than I have 
about the fact that our Lord was slain and 
intorabed. ]lnt suppose traditions contra- 
diot each other? Then try them, test them, 
compare thccn as you do documents. It is 
no more dilBcult to separate traditions, 
true and false, than apocryphal books from 
inspired books. Do not use the word tra- 
dition as a synonym for delusion. There 
is a surplus of Christian infidels traveling 
the Holy Land who are from scalp to heel 
surcharged with unbeliefs. A tradition 
may be as much divinely inspired as a 
book. The scenery of Palestine is inter- 
joined, intertwisted, interlocked with the 
Scriptural occurrences. The learned Hit- 
ter, who has never been charged with any 
weakness of incredulity, writes: 'No one 
can trace without joy and wonder the veri- 
fication which geography pays to the his- 
tory of the Holy Land.' 


"When the brilliant Renaa went to Pal- 


estine he was stuffed with enough incredu- 
lity to make » dozen Thomas Paines, and 
yet he gives (he following experience: 'The 
marvelous harmony of the evangelical pict- 
ure, with th<3 country which serves as its 
frame, was tci me a revelation. I had be- 
fore my eyes a fifth gospel, mutilated but 
still legible; ,md ever afterward in the re 
citals of Matthew and Mark, instead of an 
abstract bein 15 that one would say has never 
existed, I saw a wonderful human figure 
live and movo.' So said an unbeliever. In 
thin my visit to Palestine, in the year of 
our Lord 1889 -80,1 also find the landscape a 
commentary.

At the cl ub meet- 
ing Patrolman Peter Smith entertained his 
friends with an account of his trials and 
hardships iu 1822. when he discovered the 
North Pole. 


"1 sailed from Indianapolis in May of 


i823, on the sidewheeler Dictator. 'She 
had been fitted up especially for an arctic 
voyage, and was the fastest boat on any 
waters. She had double engines, and her 
hull was pierced with axles, to which could 
be attached wheels, so that she could run 
over land In cas» of low water. From 
Indianapolis we went to Toledo over the 
Hrip of country now traversed by the 
I., H. and D. and other railroads, and! 
must say the Dictator attracted a great 
deal of attention from the natives as she 
rolled along through the meadows and 
over the hills. They bad never witnessed 
such a sight before. We launched the 
steamboat at Toledo and sailed down the 
lake to Detroit, crossed to Windsor, and 
then overland again to New York via Mon- 
treal We took the roundabout way in or- 
der to gather up our crew, it being much 
cheaper to go after them than for them to 
come to us. 


THE START FOB THE POLE. 


"When the steamboat passed down Long 


Island sound she carried 600 men, provi- 
sions for a ten years' cruise, a battery of 
flfty guns and 30,000 rifles, pistols, swords 
and shotguns, seventy tons of powder, and 
the boat was ballasted with cannon balls 
and bomb shells. 


"In three weeks we had reached Iceland, 


and a month later crossed the arctic circle. 
While crossing the arctic line we were al- 
most shipwrecked. A heavy wind had 
brought the line near the surface of the 
water, and it caught one of the steamboat's 
wheels.

We were at the top for four 
days. 
The view was magnificent, and 


there is no scenery in this part of the coun- 
try like it. The city of Indianapolis looked 
like a lot of pin heads in a cork, and the 
steamboat plying White river resembled 
chips floating on a tiny brook. New Or- 
leans was simply a white patch, and a 
small one at that. 


"With glad, free hearts, proud that we 


bad accomplished what no other living 
man had done, we sailed away for our 
southern homes. It was five years before 
we got buck, and were given a reception 
that I have never forgotten. The whole

plus for the savings bank. For example 
the English puddler is paid $1.70 pe 
ton, while the Pennsylvania puddler get 
|3.00. 


Sunken Cltiei. 


Most countries of. the east which border 


on seas or oceans, or which have large 
Jakes or seas within their limits, have 
names and a fixed location for fabulous 
cities. 
In Germany the city i3 called 


Vincta, and it is said to be iu the vicinity 
of tho island of Kugcn. Werner's novel of 
the same name is based on this old Germar: 
superstition. Max Muller's father wroten 
beautiful little poem with Vineta as its 
theme, tho following being the most ex- 
quisite of its many stanzas: 


Hark 1 tho faint bells of the sunken city 


1'eal once more their wonted evening chimes; 


From the deep ahysse* floats a ditty, 


Wild aud wondrous of the olden times. 


The Italians point out seven different 


bays and harbors which they tell yon were 
once occupied by populous cities, over 
which the waves now roll to the depth of 
hoveral fathoms. Is, the sunken city of 
Jlrittany, seems to be quite a nomad, va- 
lious places along tho coast being pointed 
nut ns its former site; however, itis always 
given the same name, no matter where lo- 
cated. The bulk of authorities fix on the 
Hay of Douarnenez as being the body of 
water nt present rolling over thclegemlary 
<ity. Hugestoncs aud other relics recent- 
ly found by divers working in the bay 
make it at least probable that somo large 
(iallo-Homnic city once stood there on land 
now covered by the sen. 


hough Neagh.the traditional Irish foun- 


tain, not only buried a city, but a whole 
district and many cities under its waters 
l>y a phenomenal outbreak, which oc- 
curred some time during the pre-hi&toric 
or ficmi-prc-hiatoric period.—St. Louis Re- 
public. 


Theory of Ice Cfivcs. 


The latest accepted theory of the forma- 


tion of ice in ice caves in that the tempera- 
ture of these caves must he at or below the 
freezing point; that there must be no very 
pronounced currents of air; that the en- 
trance must be from above (otherwise the 
warm air would enter and hinder ice for- 
mations), and lastly that the percolation of 
t lie water must be very slow. As proof of 
the above theory we cannot do better than 
t'> refer to a well known example. Near 
Trout lake, Klikntat county, Washington, 
iH a wonderful example of the genuine ice 
cuve, H cave where stalactite shaped icicles 
ore found throughout the year, not varying 
the least in size with Ihc seasons. 


A shaftlike hole fiflcen feet in diameter 


supplies a means of ingress. As soon as 
tlie bottom of the rustic ladder IB reached 
the explorer finds himself in darkness, 
miners'lamps or torches being necessary 
to exploration, the sheen from tho icicles 
reminding one of descriptions of fairy pal- 
aces in crystals. There are many great 
chambers in the Trout Lake cave, each 
partitioned off in walls of ice, with floors 
of solid ice, the dome and pillars being of 
the same frigid material. The cave is so 
cold as to be very uncomfortable, the re- 
turn to the surface being accomplished 
with the sensation of going into a furnace. 
—St. Louis Republic. 


Tho U*e of^a Toothpick. 


Toothpicks, of course, ore positively nec- 


essary, but can you tell why some people 
supposed to he well bred are so utterly lost 
to decency in the use of them? If any one 
stops long enough to consider he must 
understand at once that to use a toothpick 
under any circumstances ig more or less 
disgusting 
It can never be otherwise. 


While the use of them as an adjunct to 
neatness is recognized, the toothpick should 
never serve its purpose publicly, or if it is 
u navoidable it should be used as unostenta- 
tiously as possible. 


It is bad enough to see a man use a tooth- 


pick indiscriminately and unreservedly, 
without regard, for the sensitiveness of 
others (and please don't think the act is 
made elegant and refined by raising the 
napkin to the face to shield the mouth dur- 
ing the process. That is worse yet, and 
plainly says, "I am picking my teeth 
now"), but it is infinitely worse to see a 
w oman use one publicly. I heard a gentle- 
man say not long ago that there was no 
place in the country where women used 
toothpicks as publicly as in Chicago. It is 
certainly to be hoped that other cities are 
no worse.—Chicago Herald. 


GEOLOGICAL SURVEY~WORK. 


Extremely glow ami Complicated Meth- 


od) of the Surveyors. 


For two seasons now the United States 


geological survey has been at work in 
Maine, having gone over most of York, 
Cumberland and Sagadahoc 
counties. 


Its tank is the making of accurate topo- 
graphic mops of this region, which, when 
completed, are to be used by the geologists. 
As this bureau of the government has been 
organized but ten years the scope of the 
work is not understood by many people. 


The chief feature of these maps is their 


accuracy—nothing Is dene by guesswork. 
They also, besides giving the exact lines of 
roads, rivers and sea coast, show the eleva- 
tion of the land above the sea at all points. 
Tbe scale Is a trifle less than one and a 
half inches to a mile, or in other words, 
the area is really 45,000 times longer than 
the map shows it. The government cares 
little about state, county or town bound- 
aries, and instead of these the lines used 
are the meridians and parallels. 
Each 


map is bounded on two sides by 15 min. of 
latitude, and on the other two by 15 min. 
of longitude. 


At the latitude of Maine one of these 15 


min. sheets is about seventeen miles long, 
While the width of the area from east to 
west is about thirteen miles. This gives 
An area of 231 srjuare miles, which de- 


creases very sTowTy as we go norffiwar3. 
Each sheet is named from th« most prom- 
inent town or borly of water falling within 
its limits. Those already completed in 
Maine are York, Horwiek, Kenncbunk, 
Biddcford, Newfield, Buxton, Portland, 
Casco bay, Freeport and Bath sheets. The 
Augusta sheet embraces parts of the towns 
of Augusta, Sidney, Belgrade, Mt. Vernon, 
RcHdlield, Manchester and Winthrop. 


The contents of these maps arc shown by 


various colors. The roads and houses and 
(he necessary lettering ure in black. Ev- 
erything pertaining to water, Buch as 
streams, coast lines and ponds, is hhown 
in blue. The contour lines are traced in 
brown. The distribution of forests is noted 
la executing the field work, and when this 
feature is added to the map, as it is iu spe- 
cial editions, is represented in green. Thin 
shows one where to look for the woods. 


As to the contour lines, which to one who 


known how to read them tell at a glance 
thu elevation above the sea of a given point, 
the following explanation is given: Detach 
n spider web carefully and lay it down flat 
on a sheet of paper. Disregarding the 
webs running radically from the center we 
have in the remaining concentric curved 
lines a very fair idea of how a hill is repre- 
sented by contours. Supposing the map is 
that of a small island running up to a con- 
siderable height. The outside cobweb rep- 
resents the shore line, which of course is 
always at the same elevation. 


Now start at this sea level and walk up 


hill on the island till you reach a height of 
twenty feet. Then walk around the island, 
ill«ays keeping at the same elevation. 
When you* get back to the starting point 
you have traced on the ground a contour 
line Twenty miles higher, another walk 
would trace out a third one, and so on. By 
counting the Hues from the sea level aud 
noticing their distance apart one can tell 
at once whethorthe country is flat or hilly, 
and if the latter, how steep the hills are. 
To mako thcsu maps is slow work, fifty 
square miles a month being very good 
progress for one man in hilly New Eng- 
land. The winters are spent in Washing- 
ton, where the maps are finally drawn in 
ink, and then handed over to the engrav- 
ers.—W. II. Beaman in Portland Express. 


A Noted Phyaiclan. 


Sir Morcll McKenzie, Queen Victoria's 


physician, is ouoof the busiest men in Lon- 
don, and works on an average fourteen 
hours a day. He lives in Har'ey street, 
Covendiih square, a thoroughfare given 
over to tho medical profession, for out of 
one hundred and fifty houses on the street 
two-thirds are occupied by doctors. He 
calls on his patients during certain hours, 
receives calls for consultation from 10 a. IQ. 
to 2 p. m., and divides his time as me- 
thodic/illy as possible. During his boy- 
hood Sir Morell had to work his own way, 
and not till he was nearly 19 years old was 
he able to leave his position ns n clerk to 
study medicine. After making throat dis- 
eases a specialty for twenty-eight years, 
however, ho stands at the head of his pro- 
fession in that lino, and his efforts to save 
the life of Emperor Frederick of Germany 
will not soon be forgotten.—Sao Francisco 
Argonaut. 


The Patent 
law. 


It is tho object of the patent law to give 


the inventor recompense for his work. 
Under the length of life granted a patent 
by our laws, however, there are a great 
number of unimportant patents which only 
serve to hinder other workers in the same 
field and give the inventor no benefit. To 
meet this difficulty it is proposed that the 
English system be adopted, so that the nor- 
mal life of a patent shall be five years, 
which time might be extended on payment 
of additional fees. It is the principle of the 
patent law to remunerate the inventor for 
his addition to the sum of national indus- 
try and resources, hence if he does not avail 
himself of the exclusive privilege offered 
him to manufacture the patented article 
and to pnt itupon the market, it should be 
forfeited to the public by limitation.—New 
York Telegram. 


Washington's Tooth. 


Isaac J. Greenwood, of New York, is ex- 


hibiting a tooth in a glass case. The tooth 
Is mounted in gold. Above it hangs this 
extract from Mr. Greenwood's father's 
will: "I give and bequeath to my eldest 
son, Isaac John Greenwood, forever all of 
the curios, medallions, snuff boxes, Gen. 
Washington's tooth and the under false 
jaw of teeth made for him by my late 
father, John Greenwood." The tooth, a 
large sized molar, yellow from use and 
age, was the lost one removed from the 
illustrious Washington's under jaw, ac- 
cording to the diary of Mr. Greenwood's 
father. In another glass case Mr. Green- 
wood exhibits a letter from Gen. Wash 
Ington recording the remittance of $15 for 
a "false jaw." Tho letter was dated from 
Mount Vernon, Jan. C, 1799.—St. Louis 
Republic. 


Human Body Insensitive to Magnetism. 
The most careful experiments Lave 


shown, says a medical authurity, that the 
human body is as completely insensitive to 
magnetism, and as wholly unaffected by it, 
as a piece of rubber or of wood. A person 
may stand between the poles of the strong- 
est magnet, one of which might hold up a 
ton of iron, without the alifrhteiit percepti- 
ble effects upon any of the bodily functions 
being produced. Hence, all so called mag- 
netic appliances, brushes or combs, disks, 
belts and magnets, have absolutely uo cura- 
tive power whatever.

A Valnnble Ancient Manuscript. 


The library ot the Young Men's Chris- 


tian association of this city has received a 
portion of a valuable and highly interest- 
ng work—a photographic fac-simileof the 
celebrated Vatican manuscript, B. 
The 


part received is the New Testament, of 
which only 100 copies are published. 


The original manuscript, which is at the 


Vatican library at Rome, measures 10X 
nches In height, 10 in breadth aud 4 in 
thickness. The fac-simile pages conform 
very closely 10 these measurements. Tho 
photographic impressions are strong and 
clear. 


The Vatican codex is one of the most 


celebrated manuscripts of the Bible; it is 
.he pride of the Vatican, and is thought to 
)e the oldest vellum manuscript extant. 
!ts date is placed at about 850 A. D., but 
ts history is not traced back with any cer- 
;ainty beyond 1448, just a few years before 
he first printed Bible issued from the 
press of Guttenberg and Faust. Pope Nich- 
olas V, who was a patron of letters and 
he founder of the Vatican library, may 
have placed it in this library originally. 


This codex is entered in the first cata- 


logue of the Vatican in 1475. 


The manuscript has three columns to the 


>age, and is written in uncial characters, a 
characteristic of manuscripts written be- 
"ore the year 1000. The Old Testament, as 
ivell as the New, is written in Greek, the 
Old Testament being the Septuagint ver- 
sion. This manuscript originally contained 
he whole Bible, but the ravages of 1,500 
'ears have made some inroads upon it, and 
"orty-flve chapters of Genesis are wanting 
and a part of the Psalms. The New Testa- 
nent is complete to Hebrews ix.—New 
Yerk Mail and Express. 


The Light Alow Worms Emit. 


One of our readers in Wales, to whom 


•he glow worm is not so familiar as it is to 
>ur country subscribers nearer home, wants 
a know something about the food of that 
urious creature and the light emitted by 
t. He says: "There is a poem in which it 
s said that glow worms are as numerous 
is the stars, but I doubt if one person in a 
mndred has ever seen one. I have seen 
only two in my life, and those were found 
by somebody else. I have kept one in a 
[loss for a week, supplying it with grass 
and leaves, which, however, it does not ap- 
pear to touch. It gives a bright light, suf- 
ficient to tell the time by, for about two 
hours every night, being punctual almost 
to a minute, both in lighting and putting 
out its lamp." 


The glow worm in its larval state lives 


on snails and slugs, and becomes vegeta> 
rlan only in its perfect state. Its light is 
an example of animal phosphorescence, 


upo"tMvTiu/b of late yearn C"iiere~has bten no 
lack of scientific theory. 
Its light has 


been happily mimed a love light by one of 
Its closest students, whose account of the 
Italian firefly's flirtations by means of her 
attractive phosphorescence our correspond- 
ent would find highly entertaining.—Lon- 
don News. 


Origin of the Tall Hat. 


How few of us know that the stovepipe 


hat, which has come to be regarded as 
"quite foreign, y'know," originated in the 
United States and was introduced into 
Europe by that lovely old Arcadian, Ben- 
jamin Franklin. The old gentleman came 
to Paris in the spring of 179tevearlDg the 
simple attire of the QnakeTs. A distin- 
guishing feature of this was the hat, which 
has narrowed and heightened into tho 
fashionable "plug" of today. It was low 
crowned and broad brimmed, and pre- 
sented so quaint an aspect thattbe Paris- 
ian dandies were disposed to make it the 
butt of their wit. Not so, however, the 
rest. The leaders of the French revolution 
fancied that hat and they forthwith adopt- 
ed it to be their own. In three days'time 
the Franklin hat, as 'twas called, was the 
rage. And from that time tlie tile hag 
grown in favor, although it is probable 
that a machine more destructive to the 
hair and more useless for practical pur- 
poses was never invented.— Eugene Field 
iu Chicago News.

It has been estimated 
that, In the ten years of a swallow's life, 
It Hies fr.r enough to have gone around ttic 
world eighty-nine times, so great la its 
velocity.

If it gels but one glimpse of the hunter it 
put s many crags between.

The difference is that the roe speeds the 
other way; Jesus speeds this. Who but 
Christ could 'iavo been quick enough 
to luive helped Peter when the water pave- 
ment broke? Who but Christ could have 
Iwn quick enough to help the Duke of 
Argyle when, in his dying moment, he 
crieil: "Good cheer!

CITY FOR BICYCLISTS. 


IN ROCHESTER, N. Y., THEY HAVE 


THINGS THEIR OWN WAY. 


Thore Are Over 4.OOO of Them Vehicles 


In the 1'lace— BnilueM Sinn Are tlie 
Chief Riders—About 40O Women and 
«ilrl» Own Machine*. 


What strikes the stranger in Rochester 


n>ost forcibly from the very moment of his 
arrival there is the large number of bicycles 
in the streets. His second surprise comes 
when he notes the varied sorts of people 
who use the machines. Finally he is as- 
tonished to sec women of diversified ages 
and conditions upon wheels—not half a 
dozen or a score of women, but literally 
hundreds of them. Occasionally one will 
meet in a block more meu and women on 
bicycles than on foot. 


Even in the most crowded business streets 


of that busy city three or four bicycles will 
puss any given point inside of any quarter 
hour of the day and not occasion the least 
comment. A visitor in Rochester, who re- 
cently stood in Main street, nearly oppo- 
site the city hail—as crowded a spot as any 
in the nit}— counted eleven bicycles inside 
of twenty-five minutes. And this was be- 
tween 2 and 3 o'clock in the nfternoon, 
when traffic was at its height. 


The Rochester bicyclist exhibits a degree 


of confidence and nerre in the middle of a 
street full of cabs, carts, trucks and horse 
carts that would paralyze New York wheel- 
men. 
He glides along in the middle of the 


street, turns out of the way of an approach- 
ing horso car, ducks under the noso of a 
cab horse and gets in the wake of a car- 
riage till he sees an opening, when he 
skims around to ono side, takes a long 
chance with a truck which comes rattling 
down a side street, and so, dodging and 
turning, spurting and slacking up, break- 
ing over an open or hiding behind a cart, 
he wiggles up or down the street and out 
of siglit, beating the pedestrians on the 
sidewalk nnd getting much the better of 
passengers in the street cars. 


BUSINESS MEN HIDE. 


Tho men on most of the bicycles wear no 


knickerbockers, flannel bhirts or bicycle 
caps, and sport no badges or colors. Their 
sober business suits, their sedate air, their 
preoccupied faces, all show tliem to bo 
business men on business bent. It is a fact 
that hundreds of tho most prominent busi- 
ness men of Rochester—mill owners, brok- 
ers, bankers, lawyers and wholesale deal- 
ers in many lines of trade—go to business 
in tho morning regularly upon bicycles, 
and use their wheels constantly during the 
day. A walk through any business street 
in business hours shows dozens of wheels 
upon the sidewalks resting against the 
outside walls of offices. 


Oftentimes threeor four bicycles will be 


seen outside a single door, and it is not un- 
common to count a dozen or more wheels 
awaiting their riders in a single block. 
Their owners are either tho proprietors of 
the establishments or business men who 
have called there to do business with the 
house. They think no more of leaving 
their wheels outside than they would of 
hitching their horses to posts in tho street. 
Clerks also use bicycles extensively, and it 
is said that nearly all the reporters own 
machines an* use them in doing their 
daily assignments. 


In the residence quarters of town, also, 


it is common to see bicycles standing out- 
side tlio doors of houses. Girls use them 
freely, and when they run in to have a chat 
with a friend they leave the steel steeds 
outside. A reputable bicycle dealer in 
Rochester told the reporter a few days ago 
that there wore at least 4,000 bicycles in 
daily use in that city, and that a large pro- 
portion of them belonged to business men. 
He also suid that ther«were a good 400 lady 
riders in town.

A Spaniard has patented au invention 


relating to the manufacture of gloves hav- 
ing webs between the fingers like those on 
the feet of water fowl, so that ou spreading 
put the (ingerH during the pr<i|tctlhiK stroke 
in swimming a comparatively large sur- 
face will be presented to tho water, aud 
consequently the propelling action will bo 
greatly increased. Apparatus heretofore 
devised as i,ids 1,1 swimming have in most 
cases been of a cumbrous, heavy character, 
fatiguing to use, and very subject to be- 
come defect ive. Tim iuventor claims that 
Ins apparatus is exceedingly simple, bu- 
Mtles being portable and reliable and easy 
to use, airoidingaflrm and sure bold on 
tlie water, and enabling the swimmer not 
only to keep himself above tlie water, but 
also to perform rapid evolutions with fa- 
cility. 


Another method of facilitating swim- 


ming is reported from England in the 
shape of nn invention of a swimming boot. 
The boots consist of canvas tops and wood- 
en soles, attached to which are two blades 
of mahogany (some are made of steel) 
which close with the forward motion of 
the legs and open with the backward 
strokes. The surface measurement of tlie 
two blades on ouch shoeisabout 144 square 
inches, while the total weight of a single 
complete shoe is about thirty-one pounds 
it being loaded with lead to prevent too 
much buoyancy. A public competition of 
swimmers provided with this device and 
those without it is said to have resulted 
very much in favor of the former.-New

A Dellcato Device. 


Commander Defforges has made a long 


series of observations on the pendulum in 
the hope of more accurately determining 
then-sure or the earth. Ir, a p»P.r to thf 
Royal Astronomical society he referred to 
the importance of the work as affecting 
the units used for all astronomical meas- 
urements, and mentioned that great differ- 
ences exist in the pendulum determina- 
tions of the force of gravity thus far made. 


One of the chief causes of these differences 


lie believes to be vibrations of the support 
from which the pendulum is hung 
In 


order to determine tho small motions of 
the support he had a lens attached to it 
and another to a fixed object at its side. 
On bringing the lenses close together, so 
that Newton's rings could be observed in 
the film of air between them, a very small 
motion of the support caused a consider- 
able oscillation of the rings. In this way 
he could detect the motion produced in the 
support by a person walking up a mount- 
ain 500 yards away. —Arkansaw Traveller. 


Poison Antidotes. 


If iodine be accidentally swallowed, 


quickly mix some common starch, as for 
starching clothes, and compel the patient 
to drink a large quantity of it. If lau. 
danum or morphine is taken in overdoses 
give strong coffee, and keep the patient 
continually moving, not allowing him to 
sleep. Tincture of belladonna is also att 
antidote for morphine, but should only be 
given by an experienced physician, as it is 
«lso poisonous, except in minute doses. 
Mustard and water will act as a prompt 
emetic, and if given speedily will remove 
many poisons from the stomach, and prove 
efficacious in saving life. A teaspoonful 
of ground mustard may be taken with im- 
punity. Tepid wattr swallowed in large 
quantities and thrown up, aided by the 
nnger in the throat, will "wash out" many
